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OATS. 

Another week of ‘oom prices 
oats has resulted in continued large de- 
liveries. On Monday the price showed 
a tendency to increase over the 25c 
and 26c paid during the previous week. 
On Tuesday when the announcement 
of the advance in the government 
price had ‘een made the market price 
climbed still further and it was not 
long in reaching 27c in Edmonton and 
280 Strathcona, a cent above the con- 
tract. The remarkable thing was 
that it did not stop there im Edmon- 
ton. While 28c bought the oats at 
Strathcona, Leduc and Wetaskiwin 
the Edmonton price kept growing. 
From 27¢ on Tuesday it rose to 28c on 
Wednesday, 281-2c on Thursday and 
294 on Friday, and Saturday. This 
showed clearly that the ; rice was bas- 
ed on boom rather than on value, es- 
pecially as buyers were anything but 
particular as *o cleaning. Twenty- 
seven cents at Edmonion is generally 
accepted as equal to 28¢ at railway 
points, as it costs, and is ysually con- 
sidered worth a cent a bushel to haul 
across to the station. In previous 
years, and up to the present during 
this year, prices were always fixed on 
that basis. Bul when a cent more is 
paid at Edmonton than at Strathcona 
‘as was the case gn Friday it shows 
a, strong specula‘ive spirit which may 
or may not be justified. Clearly if 
the Edmonton price is only fair prices 
cown the line are not good erough. 
Deliveries were light on Monday as 
they usually are, but were heavy on 
Tuesday and Wednesday, hecoming 
lighter. on Thursday and Friday and 
becoming very large on Saturday. 
With prices jumping up so unaccount- 
ably evecy day it could cnly be expect- 
ed that some particularly optimistic 
farmers should begin to hold, to see 
how high they would go before selling. 

There has been an impressicn that 
the corn shortage in the States was 
the cause of the sudden and brisk de- 
mand for oats. But the Chicago price 
on Nov. 20th for December delivery 
was 39c to 41lc, and about a cenit 
higher for Muay delivery. With the 
duty against us this is less than the 
price now being paid at Edmonton if 
there was no freight to pay. The 
strengch of the market appears to be 


for 


in) Kastern Canada. On Nov. 16th, 
No. 2 white oats were quoted ai ii 1-2c 
to} 5ic at Montreal, and the market 


strong. The Winnipeg quotaiion for 
the same date was 38c on the track. 
This would indicate that the Manitoba 
purchases were to supply an eastern 
demand, at good round figures. It 
would seem that while there has been 
a fair crop of oats in Mauitoba, the 
quality is poo-, In Kastern Canada 
the crop is apparently short, or else a 
demand has been created by the im- 
possibility of getting corn from the 
States to fill requirements formerly 
filled by imported corn. It would 
seem that North Alberta has the only 
surplus oats of export quality on the 
continent {his seison. The govern- 
ment coutract advertised the fact, and 
the attention of consumers has been 
drawn directly to the source of supply, 
with the somewhat unexpected, but 
not less desirable resuits that has been 
attained. The available supply for ex- 
port is perhaps two million and per- 
haps three million bushels. He would 
be a very hopeful person who would 
estimate a higher amount. No doubt 
the present coom is occasioned by the 
efforts of the Manitoba grain com- 
bine to correr this supply and so con- 
trol the marke: for the rest of the 
year. Had it not been for the govern- 
ment contract coming on so early in 
the season there is no reason why ‘the 
Alberta crop should not have been 
cornered at 20c or less, instead of at 
250 and 30c, and possibly more. 

Of course the government contract 
iq not being filled. It cannot be at 
the price. And wil! not be unless the 
price comes down, which no one wishes 
to occur. Just what will happen when 
tha time for the contract has expired 
no One Can predict just now. The oats 
purchased may already have passed 
into the hands of consumers. In that 
case all will be well. But if a great 
part of the oats are still in the hands 
of the combine they can be used to de- 
press the price of what remains in 
farmers’ hands. It is well to remem- 
ber that the actual supply and demand 
does not always absolutely fix the 
price when there is ‘ 9. powerful in- 
terest such as the Manitoba grain 
combine at work. 

Ini any Case grain shipped east as 
far as Winnipeg is less available for 
the supply of Kootenay than if it re- 
mained here, leaving that muck bet- 
teri chance for the grain remaining 
in farmers’ hands. 


Just whether the farmer should sel] 
now or wait for still higher prices is 
the question uppermost in mosi minds, 
and the Bulletin does noi ; resume to 
auswer. It is a safe general rule to 


to sell wheu prices are good. Although 
they may “e better they may alsa be 
worse. Every man must measure the 
chances for himself. Olearly had it not 
been for the government contract the 
present prices would not have been 
realized. That much is shown by. the 
general advarce as soon as the con- 
tract price wes advanced. If the con- 
tract is not filled, when its time has 
expired, the actual conditions as to 
eupply and demand are as though no 
contract had been made, and there is 
a possiblity of a drop back to the mar- 
ket con“ition which prevailed before 
it was made. Anything over 250 is a 
very good price for oats in this district 
and the farmer who sells at such 
prices is not losing money. The more 
he sells now the more he helps to keep 
up the price for the balance of his hold- 
ings. f 
Someching of the nature of the boom 
in prices may be judged by the fact 
that prices which stood at 29c in Ed- 
monton during Friday, and opened at 
tha same figure on Saturday, had 
dropped to 281-2e at noon and closed 


at 27¢ at night. 
THANKSGIVING. 

Thursday next is set apart as a day 
of national thanksgiving in Canada, 
If ever a country im any season had 
reason to be ibsnkful this is the coun- 
try, and this the season. Speaking 
of Northern Alberta, there is a com- 
bination of good crops and goed prices 
alf too seldom experienced. And all 
the more appreciated ‘because both 
have ‘been to some extenit a surprise. 
There is, however, a feeling that holi- 
days are getting so frequent in this 
country as to be something of, a nuis- 
ance. As a consequence some that 
should be are not observed. A notable 
iastance was that of the birthday of 
the reigning sovereign. Although =, 
statutory. holiday it was not, observed 
except officially. Coming so close ta 
thanksziving, the oservation of which 
has become customary, pecple did not 
feel that they could afford two holi- 
days se close together. Although an 
imported festival, there is a certain 
appropriateness in the ohservation of 
thanksgiving in the early winter, 
which appeals with some force to ihe 
public mind, As the King’s birthday 
occurs so short a time before the usual 
date of thanksgiving it would seem 
ta be a fair proposition to celebrate 
future thanksgivings on that day dur- 
ing the life of the present King. 


BUILDING OPERATIONS FOR 19¢1. 

The year now drawing to a clgse 
outstrips its predecessors in, tae num- 
ber and the aggregate value of build- 
ing erected in town, Last January 
in reviewing the building of 1900 the 
Bulletin estimated the total value of 
the buildings erected and of the im- 
provements made during the year at 
$100,000. A conservative estimate for 
the present year is $125,000, and if 
it were possible to find exactly the cast 
of each addition, improvement and 
erection in town the aggregate value 
would probably reach $150,000. 


The buik of the money spent iin 
building during the year hag been spent 
on residences, churches and schools. 
The erection of residences may in a 
measure be cue to the constant stream 
of newcomers who have taken up their 
residence in town during the summer. 
But it is also am evidence of thef per- 
maneace of the town and of the faith 
of the citizens in its future. The erec- 
tion of business blocks may be a mat- 
ter of necessity but men do not make 
for themselves permanent and expen- 
sive homes in a town in whose future 
they have no faith. And by working 


}in this faith the people of Edmonton 


havu been taking the most certain 
means of making their faith well- 
founded. ‘ (

NEW POLICY PROPOSED. 


In an open letter addressed io the 
leader of the conservative party Mr. 
A. J. Andrews, of Winnipeg, outlines 
a mew policy for the party the main 
points in which are; 

First.--Government ownership of 
all great wopopolies, government 
tailways, government telegraphs and 
telephones in connection wich the post- 
al service. This cannot be done all at 
once, and it is not intended that the 
governmeat should immediately pur- 
chase all existing railrcads, but what 
is suggested is that the railway al- 
ready owned by the people should be 
extended as far as possible into the 
interior of Canada, to Ontario, to Geor- 
gian Bay, and ultimately furiher in 
the west, and by so doing the govern- 
ment could have ao actual instead, of 
a, theortical control of rates. Any 

overnmeat of ordinary ability which 
Ralently desired to solve the transpor- 
tation, question, could find means of 
making the railway serve the people 
instead of handing over the people 
bound as slaves to the railway com- 
panies. 

Second.--The necessury comple- 
ment of No. 1. The abolition of the 
iniquitous spoils system copied from 
the worst age of American politics and 


the appoiutment of a civil service 
commission who would appoint by 
competitive examinatious and other 
tests of merit, instead of rewarding 


the perpetrators of political frauds and 
other party heelers. 

Third.—Direct legislation by 
the initiative and referendum. One 
set of politicians are paturally about 
as honest or dishonest as anotber; they 
are generally a fair representation of 
the people who elect them. This plank 
aims at removing some temptations 
from their path. If legislators knew 
when they voted large subsidies to cor- 
poratigns an‘ passed unfair franchise 
acts, etc., that by putting the proper 
machinery in motion the electors could 
compel them to suomit the measure to 
the people, they would pause and then 
decide not to pass the act im many 
instances.

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POOR OROPS IN RUSSIA. 


The St. Petersburg correspondence 
of tbe Associated Press, on Oct. 27th, 
says.—The ministry of argiculture to- 
day published its annual autumnal 
crop repart for European Russia. The 
ministry has 7,600 correspondents west 
of the Urals. All crops were below the 
average, in places very bad. The 
staple grain, rye, was particularly de- 
ficient. Winter, wheat was “bad” in 
the Don province, Yekateringslaff, 
Poland, and the Baltic provinces, 
and good only in the southwest. All 
Summer grains were below average, 
and ranged from “bad to very bad” 
in the east and southeast, summer 
wheat and oats being notably deficient. 
Barley and millett turned out some- 
what better, peas and buckwheat, flax 
and’ he “bad.” - Potateos were 
average, but suffered with other bread 
stuffs. The unfavorable season was 
aided by field mice, which swarmed in 
Perm, and by other pests.

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PREIGHT RATES ON WHITE PASS ROAD. 

Free Press: Skagway being at pres- 
ent by virtue of “squaiter sovereignty” 
United States territory,—and likely so 
to remain for some time unless the 
Imperial government shows an inclina- 
tion it has rot shown yet to insist upon 
a proper settlement of the claims made 
by the Washington government in 
regard to the Alaska boundary—ihe 
White Pass railroad begins outside 
the limits of ihe Dominion. It does 
not run many miles, however, before 
it enters what is beyond question 
Canadiau territory and from ihe height 
of land to its inland ierminus the ‘line 
is under the operation of ihe laws of 
the Dominion. One of these laws is 
the railway act, ‘by a prevision of 
which the rates charged for carrying 
passengers and freight must first have 
the approval of the governor-in- 
ecuuncil, before .bey can be collected. 

This useful provision—from the 
operation of which the Canadian Pa- 
cific railway was especialiy exempted 
by! the charter granted by the gov- 
ernment of Sir John Macdouald—is 
about to be enforced in the case of 
the White Pass railroad. Inquiries 
instituted by the minister of the in- 
terior have developed the fact, as the 
despatches state, that _the freight 
rates charged on this line are alio- 
gether exorbitant;, and, moreover, 
hot having been sanctioned at Ottawa 
as) the law provides, they have noi 
been collected under any authority of 
law, the company having apparently 
acted in disregard of the statute gov- 
erning. The minister of _ railways, 
acting upon the application of the 
minister of the interior, has sow 
notified the company that the schedule 
of rates it has submitted will not be 
authorized, and that a very consider- 
able reduction will have to be made, 
Concurrently with this notification 
the; company fas been peremptorily 
warned that in collecting the rates it 
has been charging it has been viclat- 
ing the liw and that such violation 
of the law must cease. : 

The action of the federal author- 
ities in this regard is such as must 
commend itself to the approval of 
all, except possibly shareholders 
of the White Pass railroad, or those 
of them who do not see why the 
managemeut shovld not put inte oper-

The symptoms of this last named 
disease are; A very pallid condition 


of the mucous membrance of the 
eye and nose, general listlessness 
with head hanging, and swelling of 
the extremities. In later stages 


weakness of the heart’s action ele- 
vation of the temperature and par- 
tial paralysis will show itself.

A THIRD CONTINGENT. 

The announcement that a third con- 
tingent is to be sent from Canada, to 
South Africa will be welcome. to all 
friends of Canada and of the empire.

But Canada can only really 
share in that prestige vy helping to 
create, maintaia and ipcrease it. The 
fact that South Atrica is far away 
does not decrease Canada’s interest or 
responsibility. If British prestige can- 
not be maintained in South Africa, 
that is notice to the world that it can- 
not be maintained elsewhere. When 
war menaces one part of the empire 
the besi protection te other parts is 
to ensure the defeat of the opponents 
of the empire there. As long as Can- 
ada is a part of the empire Canadians 
are fighting the battles of Canada by 
helpinz *o fight the battles of the em- 
pire wherever those battles may take 
place. It is to be regretted from every 
point of view that *he need of another 
call for men should occur. The horrors 
of war are always to be deplored. ‘But 
the war is on, Neither Canada nor the 
empire are responsible for its exist. 
ence. But the empire and every ‘part 
of the empire, is cnarged wilh the ,re- 
spouribility, of seeing that the cause 
of civilization and freedom does’ not 
suffer by reason of loss of prestige hy 
the empire as a result of the war. 


It is to be hoped ihat this rontingent 
will go as a distinctly Canadian force, 
as did the first and second contingents. 
There are to-day 1200 Canadians tak 
ing part in the war in South Africa, 
but as part of an imperial not a Cana- 
dian force. If Canada can afford ‘the 
men, Canada can afford the money to 
place then in, the field as a Canadian 
force. Canada is a spiendid recruiting 
ground, but it indicates a lack of elf 
respect to allow it to be exploited as 
such. Either!’ the Canadian govern. 
ment should have nothing to do with 
the ‘raising of this contingent or it 
should have all to do with it until, it 
enters he field, i

THE LEVY ON WINNIPEG. 


Free Press; Out of the taxes which 
the taxpayers of this city pay this 
yeer there must he paid to the provin- 
ciak government on February 10th, 
next, in accordance with the special 
legislation introduced under the pres- 
ent regime, the sum of $26,729.70. 

This sum—§$26,729.70—is the amount 
of the levy upon the city of Winnipeg 

for 1901, of which the city authorities 

were officially- notified by the Roblin- 

Rogers government, the statement of 

the amount signed by Mr. McFadden 

aq municipal commissioner, bear- 
ing date July 27th last. 


The levy for 1899, the last year Of 
the Greenway government’s tenure of 
office, was $12,597.93. 

The increase in the levy for 1901 
—payable February 10th next, out of 
the funds raised by this year’s taxes 
~over the levy of 1899, is thus $14,- 
131.77. 

The amount gathered out of the 
treasury of Winnipeg by the Roblin- 
Rogers government on February 10 
of the present year was $16,647.94. 
This was an increase of $4,050.01 over 
the year before. 

These figures, which the Roblin- 
Rogers newspaper organ has not so 
far, manifested the honesty or the 
courage to print, carry their own 
crushing rejoinder to the organ’s cir- 
cumlocutions about “a mere fraction- 
al increase” in the provincial taxation 
of this city. 

In return for the increased provin- 
cial taxation, Winnipeg gets abso- 
lutely nothing that it did not get 
under the Greenway government. 

The total increase in the levy of 
1901 upon all the municipalities of the 
province over the levy of 1899 is $49,- 
223.02. Winnipeg’s share of this in- 
crease—namely, $14,131.77—is grossly 
disproportionate. The Telegram, how- 
ever, says that it is “a merely frac- 
tional” increase; so the taxpayers will 
please look pleasant and pay up. They 
cam console themselves with the re- 
flection that the Roblin-Rogers 1900 
and 1901 raids on Winnipeg's taxes 
might have been still heavier.
